When the ’49 football season began Coach Wyatt and Coach Bidewell again 
started from scratch; and with a few lettermen and some up and coming young 
fellows, the two produced another great football team, alchough the won and fost 
record was not as high as that in ‘48. 

The ’49-’50 basketball team, again under the guiding hand of Coach Bide 
well, was a very outstanding onc indeed.

6-6 draw.—Both the Mules and Kennett played one of the hardest games of the 
season but neither could do beter than a 0-0 tie The Mules simply ran away with 
the Indians ac Jackson and defeated them 34-6. The Mules were clicking both offen- 
sively and defensively —The Mules journeyed to Cairo the following week and 
were given a cold reception by the Pilots of Catro. The lacter defeated the Mules 
by a large margin of 33-7.—On October 28 the Mules really showed their “stuff” 
and gave Caruthersville a 21-7 shellacking before a large homecoming crowd and 
a pretty football queen, Miss Wanda Palmer.— Perryville came into town on 
November 4 and left a rather sorry crowd. Playing most of the game in their favor 
and leading 2-0 for three quarters they saw their hopes leave as the Mules scored 
a lone marker and defeated them 6-2.—The locals traveled to Charleston the follow- 
ing Friday, were greeted by a strong Charleston team and given a 12-0 shutout. 
Charleston played an outstanding game before a large homecoming crowd, and 
incidentally, the Bluejays placed second in the Big Eight Conference.—The Mules 
then took to the South to play a non-conference game with Paragould. The coach 
stated chat the Mules played the best game of the season tn defeating Paragould 
6-0 —The Mules played Dexter for the last ume on Thanksgiving and wished 
them a hearty good-bye with a 14-0 victory before a capacity Turkey Day crowd.
